HUNTING: Big Game is plentiful in most 


FISHING: No closed season, and sanctuar¬ 
ies are listed in official regulations. 

Permits are necessary for residents and 
non-residents alike 16 years of age and 
over at $2.00 each. Ask for Official Regu¬ 
lations with maps when buying license. 

Pickerel, Perch, Northern Pike, Gray¬ 
ling and whitefish abound in the lakes 
and streams along the Route, starting with 
Grayling in the Pembina and Twatinaw 
rivers, Pickerel, Perch and Pike in the 
lakes of the Westlock and Athabasca areas 
and the Slave River. Grayling are in the 


of the fringe areas, particularly Moose, 
Deer and Bear. Licensed Guides are nec¬ 
essary for non-residents of the Province. 
Regulations and License are not yet avail¬ 
able for this year. 

Waterfowl and Upland Birds are plenti¬ 
ful throughout most of Northern B.C. and 
Alberta in season. Local hotel men and 
Chambers of Commerce will supply par¬ 
ticulars of their area.

KLONDIKE TRAIL 


SWIA RE 


The Klondike Trail, or the Trail of '98 as it is often called, received its name from the 
Gold Rushing Klondikers who struck off from old Fort Edmonton, N.W.T., population 2000, 
in 1898. These men came from all over the continent and picked Fort Edmonton as their 
jumping-off point for the Yukon, some 1200 miles to the Northwest. They turned Edmonton 
into a bustling supply centre at that early date by purchasing their outfits, supplies and 
eou'pment for their overland jaunt into the far north. They started out using a wide variety 
of routes and an even wider variety of modes of travel, ranging from packsacks and ox 
carts to combination boat-sleds, but all with one thought in mind, that was to reach 
the Klondike and its GOLD as quickly as possible. 

Trails through the Northwest had been in use for centuries, but they consisted largely 
of overland portages between lakes and rivers, the main travel route of the Indian hunters 
and war parties. Later, Fur Traders and Explorers of the Hudson's Bay Company and the 
Northwest Company sought out these routes in their quest for furs and the Northwest 
Passage. Most famous of these explorers were Alexander Mackenzie, Simon Fraser, Simp¬ 
son, Thompson and many others, who first penetrated the "Land of the Peace" late in the 
18th century. Alexander Mackenzie's crossing of the Continent in 1793, via the Peace 
River, the first white man to reach the Pacific Ocean by land, remains as one of the most 
famous feats in Canada's history. (Note: This feat is now being re-enacted by an annual 
river boat trip. This year it was held on May 16th by a flotilla of 100 boats, leaving 
Taylor Flats and arriving in Peace River Town.) 

Thus it was that over a century later, in 1898, the Gold Strike in the Klondike caused 
many men to leave their homes and set out overland from Edmonton to intercept these 
old routes and follow them, hoping to find their way into the Yukon. Only a few were 
successful, many turned around and headed home after only a few miles, while a con¬ 
siderable number made their way into the Peace River Country. Finding the Peace a 
challenging land with great promise, many elected to settle there, thus becoming the 
pioneers of this inland empire of today. Little did they dream that within 60 years the 
population would grow to 100,000, with thriving towns and cities, rich farm lands, vast 
timber berths, and millions of barrels of "Black Gold" would be discovered and their 
products exported throughout the continent. Similarly, little do we of today know the 
full potential of this "Land of the Peace" as it is still a very young country with millions 
of acres of raw land and untapped resources beckoning new pioneers. 

This fabulous growth of the Northwest is reflected in the similar growth of old 
Fort Edmonton, still the supply centre of the North, but now a thriving modern city of 
over 300,000 people. So it is that the Trail of the Klondike played a major role in the 
development of the North and of the City of Edmonton to their present status. Similarly, 
the present modern highways following similar routes to the North, will remain as the 
Klondike Trails of tomorrow bringing untold wealth both into and from the North.
